INFECTIOUS  DISEASES; 

There  were  no  epidemics  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

4  cases  of  PNEUMONIA  v/ere  notified,  all  of  which  recovered. 

2  cases  of  WHOOPING  COUGH  were  notified. 

TUBERCULOSIS s 

One  case  of  non-pulraonary  tuberculosis,  female,  aged  58,  was 
notified.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  complaint.  The  fort¬ 
nightly  sessions  at  the  local  Chest  Clinic  continue  to  provide 
valuable  help  in  the  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  and  the 
examination  of  contacts  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  this  and 
surrounding  areas . 


WATER  SUPPLY; 


The  Waterworks,  now  owned,  by  the  Blyth  Rural  District  Council, 
continues  to  supply  water  of  excellent  quality.  All  wells  in  the 
Bigsby’s  Corner  area,  except  one,  have  been  replaced  by  mains 
supply.

Nitrate  Methaeoglobinaemia. 

Two  water  samples  v/ere  taken  for  Nitrate  analysis «  The  Nitrate  conten 
of  the  first  sample  was  found  to  be  92  parts  per  million  (dangerous) 
and  the  ov/ner  of  the  three  cottages  drawing  water  from  this  well  was 
■requeBted  to  connect  the  cottapqes  to  the  Blyth  District  Council's 
v/ater  main.  The  second  sample  was  "safe",  the  Nitrate  content  being 
14  parts  per  million.
